usual, to wait in turn for an inspection of their 
passports and baggage^ Half an hour after the 
pilots had been flown off by the Pentagon . 

Rennie and his friends were still waiting to 
be processed by Customs. 

The Customs officials turned out to be just 
as inspired by foreign policy as the military; 

they used every means available to hassle the 
movement people. They refused to let large 
amounts of literature -- material prepared by 
the Democratic Republic of Vietnam to explain 
its position on the war and world affairs into 
the land of the free^ 

Then they came across the 12^000 feet of 
movie film that Newsreel had shot during the 16 
days the seven spent in North Vietnam. The 
Customs inspector insisted that the film (manu- 
factured in the U.S^, but of course shot in the 
DRV) be turned over to the government for its 
perusal o 

The movement people were sure that they 
would never see the film again, or if they did, 
it would be rendered useless. They kept it out 
of government hands* but couldn't bring it into 
the country right away. At present; Newsreel 
film is being held by TWA pending further 
developments. 

The hundred-odd newsmen who had come to 
report on the prisoner release agreed to a news 
conference with the seven activists -- though it 
was an hour and a half after the brass's press 
show. The reporters had waited in the air- 
conditioned press room at Kennedy while the move 
ment people hassled it out with Customs,, 

Finally, just as they finished with the 
immigration pigs^ a new snag occurred - the cops 
were refusing to permit Newsreel photographers 
to enter the press room. '’They haven't got valid 
police press passes/' said a cop. So a tired 
ABC-TV reporter got up. "They tell me they (the 
movement people) aren't going to talk with us 
unless we let the underground press inside here 
Do we let 'em in?" he asked in a condescending, 
bored tone 

"Right on! Right on'" shouted the several 
radical newsmen who did have polic e _p^r e ^ s__ g asse s 


and were inside the room The rest of the press 
smiled, and nodded their heads, and in front of 
glaring TV lights and live-action color cameras, 
the press conference began. 

Rennie Davis spoke for 20 minutes about the 
trip, which took them from Hanoi in the north, 
all the way down south across the North Vietnam- 
ese panhandle, the heart of the country^ to the 
Ben Ilai River, down near the DMZ -- the dividing 
line with South Vietnam. 

He described the total des^'^uction -- not 
a single concrete or brick structure left stand 
mg in the entire area between the 20th and the 
17r,h parallels, and he tcld how 80% of the 
thatched houses in the area had been rebuilt 
recently,. They too had been a target for Ameri- 
can bombing He said that as they traveled 
along some 500 miles of North Vietnamese roads, 
they saw bomb craters every three feet, amounting 
to millions of craters in all. 

In short, Davis observed that the American 
military policy in the North has been one of 
devastation- but in spite of the devastation, 
the Vietnamese are surviving, sure of eventual, 
inevitable victory. 

Commenting on their treatment at U.So 
Customs, Rennie claimed that the "spirit of the 
release" was repeatedly violated by the UcSo 

government ^ 

Customs had even opened up SO letters which 
had been brought back by the movement activists 
— letters written to their families by men who 
are still prisoners of the Norths The officials 
carefully wrote down the name of each man who 
bad written a letter,. 

Finally, a reporter took note of Rennie’s 
shoes • - sandals made out of the tires of 
downed American airplanes. '‘The war has been 
made to serve the revolution ir a way," Rennie 
said "Bomb cann inters are made into flower- 
pots. the tires of F-J05s into sandals, and 
pieces of planes into friendship rings distributed 
around the world and worn to show solidarity with 
the Vietnamese , " 

Linda Hvan^^ of SDS made the next statement; 

"We believe the Vietnamese people should win. 
We -re o_n th^^r side All the peoples of the 
August 9, 1969 
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world should be free from aggression, and the U S, 

IS an aggressor. Since we want them to win. we will 
do everything we can to help them American 
soldiers in Vietnam are being tricked into fight- 
ing By supporting the DRV, the NLl- and the new 
Provisional Revolutionary Government, wc can help 
bring the Gls home.

SUBURBIA iS NO GARDEN' 
iNSlJRREXTlON IN PASSAIC

PASSAIC, N.J. (LNS) -- The Spanish-speaking 
people of Passaic, an old and decaying city ten 
miles from New York, staged a militant uprising 
in early August against the rent -gouging land- 
lords and high-priccs stores which are driving 
their community into the most abysmal poverty. 

Gun battles with police, widespread looting 
of stores not owned by Puerto Ricans, street 
fights and firebombings have marked a week of 
intense struggle by people in this city of 
S8,000 who feel their very lives threatened by 
lecent rent jack-ups. 

The outbreak began Sunday night, August 3, 
when 400 residents of the Dundee section, where 
most of Passaic's 9000 Puerto Ricans live, march- 
ed on City Hall to protest the sudden eviction 
of Mrs. Petra Maldonado and her 11 children 
from a $150 a month apartment, and their reloc- 
ation in a basement fiat with Two bedrooms 
separated by a boiler. The Maldonados' new 
home IS n fNcrsaic's Old East Side, a slum 
fronting on the smcl:\ , slimy Passaic River 
which winds thrjugh much of industrial New Jer- 
sey .

"Let^s talk first about the prisoner 
release,” said Linda Evans of SDS "he got to 
meet the three men who we were going back with 
only shortly before we left Hano^ UniiKe cht 
past prisoner releases, v^e didn't hace any long 
preparatory talks with the prisoners We met 
them a few times, and they told us that theii 
treatment had been basically humane.” 

”We also saw other prisoners,” said 
Fruchter - "Their prison was l±ke mo:^! pii^ori^ 
They spent most of then tune sitting in thCi.' 
rooms. But the men were also taken on walks 
in the streets, on visits to bombed out siie- 
-- also the places whi-ch they rhcni:>elce- had 
bombed -- and to the museums of the le I'O lut lon , 
of the army, the museum of art The VLetname^c 
took them to destroyed cities and the> aisu rook 
them to the zoo.”

It was pretty 
eas\ to do; the only thing we had going for us 
was a veiled threat that if the military inter- 
feted With us too niuch there would be no more 
prisoner I’elease ^ ” 

The released prisoners themselves were 
wori'ied jbout possible prosecution for violating 
the mj.ii.:ar>' cede of conduct, which requires 
cupiuicd men to give only name, rank and serial 
number They telt theij caieer^ at stake. In 
Vieiitiane, when the military men got on board, 
the piluts purportedly asked foi new uniforms - 
At KLunedy Airpoit, cn their arrival, a Pentagon

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"What really struck us," said Kramer, "were 
things like the bridges. Almost every one we 
saw was made of wood. The Vietnamese would 
rush in after a bridge had been bombed out, and 
repair it immediately, in a matter of hours. 

Not a permanent rebuilding -- that *11 wait for 
the war to end -- just a temporary thing. If 
you bought the lumber in the U.S., it might 
cost $120, But the U.S., having bombed out the 
original bridge, would come back for a try at the 
new wooden one . We saw one bridge surrounded by 
maybe 300 craters/' 

Fruchter pointed out that a good-sized 
American bomb runs about $3,000 -- that makes the 
cost of damaging one $120 bridge add up to 
$900,000. 

"The bridges are airplane traps, too,*' said 
Evans. "As soon as one is hit, it*s repaired, 
and an anti-aircraft emplacement is set up. Al- 
most all of this work is done by units of the 
Vanguard Youth organization, made up mostly of 
young women who leave home to work at it full 
time ." 

The Vietnamese are proud of having educated 
the people to understand that the American ru- 
ling class is their enemy -- not the American 
people, Evans described a meeting on a road in 
the countryside. An old woman came up to the 
group, realizing they were foreigners. When 
she found out they were Americans, she took 
Linda*s hands in her own, and said, "All my 
family has been killed, I've been pellet-bombed, 
but please bring this message to the American 
people: stop this war. And thank them for 

their struggle 

The war, the travelers point out, is not 
"defusing itself," as U.S. propaganda would have 
it. Fruchter explained that people in the DMZ 
near the Ben Hai said that toxic gases had been 
sprayed into the area from the South on five 
separate occasions. The gas, an advanced form of 
CS tear gas, put a large number of people in 
hospital beds and killed several children. 

"Some children were still sick when we got 
there," Fruchter said. There have been 
reports of other gassings. Three people were 
killed and a few hundred left injured and sick in 


the South Vietnamese province of Soc Trang. 

The seven movement people met with Pham 
Van Hong, the prime minister of the DRV. Pham 
told them that the Vietnamese see 1970 as a 
"year of fierce fighting." 

"The Vietnamese are absolutely sure of 
victory," Kramer said, 'but they know it prob- 
ably won't come tomorrow or in 1970. The thing 
IS that they know that they'll win in the end. 
They're pretty certain that the fighting is 
going to intensify soon, possibly by a new 
American escalation. But they've been fighting 
for 40 years now, and the Vietnamese have a really 
deep trust in their leaders, in their Party. 

The Party (Worker's Party of Vietnam) has a 
million and a half members in a population of 
15 mil lion ," 

Fruchter said that the Vietnamese are sure 
that they have a much stronger base in the cities 
of the South now And in the North, manufactu- 
ring has reached the production level it held 
before the bombing began. Small commodities 
such as sandals, flashlights, thermos bottles, 
pots and pans are being regularly produced. So 
is clothing, which is becoming a major industry 
in the DRV, 

"Pham explained to us that the Vietnamese 
don't see themselves as winning total victory 
through the Pans negotiations. 

'Pans is a dialogue with death, yet we still 
talk ' he said," reported Linda Evans, 

Fruchter added that "the mam thing is 
that the Vietnamese wanted us to see how they 
are carrying out a People's War-. The whole 
country is still completely mobilized. Maybe 
the Pans talks will make victory a little 
easier, but the Vietnamese are clearly preparing 
themselves in every way to reunite then- 
country on their own terms. And they're going 
to win "

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FBI BUSTS FIVE MORE BLACK PANTHERS: 

THIS TIME UNION, CONNECTICUT IS HIT

NEW YORK (LNSJ -- FBI agents arrested fiv'- mem- 
bers of the Black Panther Party in Union, Conn. 
August 7, The Panthers were charged with inter- 
state transporting of a stolen vehicle and held 
in bail totaling $142,500 

Among those arrested is Douglas Miranda, 
Defense Captain of the Party’s Boston chapter. 

The Panthers were on their way back to 
Boston after attending a Hiroshima Day rally 
the day before on the New Haven Green. They 
were arrested on the basis of a remark over- 
heard by an informer at the rally Accord- 
ing to local observers, the crowd at the ral- 
ly was heavily infiltrated by cops and under- 
cover agents When people started snapping 
pictures of agents, there were hassles, and 
a few cameras were smashed - 

The power structure is uptight in New 
Haven Like everywhere else in the country, 
they have tried to wipe out the Panther lead- 
ership Twelve Panthers ha.\/e been indicted on a 
phony murder charge The press helped out 
with scare- tactic trontpage coverage of the 
murder accusations, virtually ignoring the 
Panthers’ replies, and their program of coop- 
eration with prugre:>oive whites. 

One of the speakers at the Hiroshima Day 
rally delivered the following message from 
Eldiidgc Cleaver, Panther Minister of Information 
(in t:\iiej. "Unless the New Haven Panthers are 
released, there will be serious political conse- 
quences And the Panthers don't woof "

August 9. 1969 “ 
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The FBI apparently got the message. 

In addition to Miranda, the others who were 
arrested the following day are; Fhavid Quick, John 
Cheatham, William Jackson, and Ida Walston. 

The government's strategy against the Pan- 
thers has been to hit them hard and fast before 
they can get their roots into the community. 

The presence of Miranda and the other Boston 
people in New Haven vvas clearly a threat, giv- 
en their tremendous success in organizing the 
Boston chapter. An additional charge of threat- 
ening a Federal officer is being prepared again- 
st Miranda. 

But there are indications that tlie govern- 
ment's strategy is failing. The Panthers in 
Jersey City, N.J. have brought suit against 
the police department to halt the campaign of 
harassment and intimidation waged to prevent 
the Panthers from getting their message to 
the people. 

Four Jersey City police officials have 
been subpoenaed, including Police Director 
George Whelan, who happens to be the mayor's 
brother. 

But police arrogance and the desperation of 
many people in the power structure indicate more 
arrests, trumped up charges, physical assault 
and even, as was the case last week in Chi- 
cago, military attack on revolutionary organ-

Since 
profit is what that race is ail about, those who 
control these enterprises feed off of us by com- 
mercially packaging and selling ba^k eu' sub- 
culture to us at outrageous prices.

A lot of "consumers’’ have decided tliat no one has 
a right Lo demand lug money for music which bel- 
ongs to the people, and an increasing number of 
rock festival goers have begun to storm the bot- 
tlenecks where tickets are taken or they have 
torn down fences to provide free access for 
everybody. A free music for those who want to 
be free and wlio find obnoxious such things as 
"liip" gestapo who keep you cool at the Fillmore. 
Groovy...! mean the Festival actions are start- 
ing to put the music entrepreneurs uptight en- 
ough that their real heads come through. We must 
continue to wake up if our music is to be effect- 
ively reclaimed and it will never be completely^ 
so long as capitalism defines our society. Other 
actions must be conceived that will send tremors 
through the corporate structure that makes com- 
modities out of us and our music. Further, frame- 
works need to be established where bands relate 
regularly to their communities and vice verse: 
how better to combat the sterile idol idea that 
promoters count on so heavily? (There have been 
times in New York, incidentally, where apparently 
this community idea almost functioned among 
jazz buffs--at the old Five Spot for example, and 
in certain small coffee houses--where music was 
cheap and a dynamic that elevated both performers 
and spectators was created between the two and 
sustained fox periods of weeks or even months.) 

As a first step towards revolt lonary music, let's 
decentralize the music that we have, make it real 
on the local level .
